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n October 2, 2011, twenty-seven 
students were inducted into Phi 
Theta Kappa Omicron Delta 
Chapter at Southwest Mississippi 
Community College. The SMCC Phi Theta 
Kappa Omicron Delta Chapter was a 
community college honors' society based on 
academic achievements. Phi Theta Kappa was 
similar to the high school BETA honor society. 
According to article two of the Constitution 
of Omicron Delta Chapter, “The purpose of 
Omicron Delta chapter of Phi Theta Kappa 
at Southwest Mississippi Community College 
shall be the promotion of scholarship, the 
development of leadership and service and 
the cultivation of fellowship among qualified 
students of this college." In order to be invited 
into Phi Theta Kappa a student must have 
completed fifteen college hours in one college 
semester, and continually maintained a 3.5 
or above overall grade point average.

Although Russia was drastically different from McComb, 
MS, her transition was made easier because people were 
nice and helpful to her. Marika enjoyed reading, listening 


to music, and traveling. She listened to classical, opera, 
country, rock, and pop music. Her favorite author was 
Ernest Hemmingway. She traveled to New York City, 

NY, Orlando, FL, Memphis, TN, New Orleans, LA, and 
Daytona Beach, FL. One would think that transitioning ! 

from a Russian school environment to an American ' 

community college would damper someone’s GPA; however, 
Marika managed to maintain a 3.88 GPA at SMCC, and ' 
was admitted into Phi Theta Kappa.

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M ytchiko McKenzie was not your typical 
twenty-year-old college student. A 2009 
graduate of South Pike High School, she faced 
a challenge most college students take for 
granted. Mytchiko was bom four and a half months early, 
only weighing one pound fourteen ounces, in Jacksonville, 
Florida. Due to her premature birth, the retina in Mytchiko’s 
eyes did not develop completely. The doctors attempted to 
reattach the retina, but there was not enough of the retina to 
attach. Mytchiko was declared legally blind as a child, but 
up until six months ago, she could read. Now she only sees 
blurred color and a limited amount of shape due to the loss 
of her detailed vision. She does not look at being blind as a 
hindrance, but more of a benefit. 

Mytchiko did not mind talking about being blind. She 
looked at answering other people’s questions as educating 
others about her condition. Mytchiko gained a lifetime of 
skills to do things such as pouring a glass of water and how 
to cross the street. However, she was very thankful that she 
was not bom with her sight and then lost her sight. Since 
Mytchiko was in band for ten years, she thought of distances 
in the size of football fields; eight steps equal ten yards. She 
had a cane that projects an echo that she heard and felt. 

The echoes helped her to form a mental image of what was 
in front of her. After drawing the mental image, she added 
a little color, and that was how she saw the world around 
her. Mytchiko had a surprising escort while walking to the 


Humanities Building one day. One of our resident geese 
escorted her to the building ensuring that she safely reached 
the top of the steps and entered the building. If only the rest 
of us should be so lucky, normally the geese were chasing and 
attacking us. Mytchiko said “being disabled is a part of daily 
life no big deal.” In fact, she felt it made life interesting. Her 
books were emailed to her then she used a program called 
Zoomtext. Zoomtext read what was on her computer aloud 
so that she coulc hear what the textbook said. Mytchiko 
plans were to attend Stephen F. Austin State University in 
Nacogdoches, Texas, obtaining her masters in social work, 
specializing in disabilities, and then she planned on acquiring 
her doctorate in social work and theology at Duke University 
in Durham, North Carolina. 

Mytchiko recently received a new set of eyes in the 
form of her two-year-old leader dog Maya. Maya assisted 
Mytchiko with walking across the street, finding a seat, 
finding a dropped item, and much more. Mytchiko’s leader 
dog was sponsored by the Lions Club organization. In order 
for Mytchiko to receive her leader dog, she was required to 
go through training to teach her how to handle the dog. Maya 
went everywhere Mytchiko went. Mytchiko’s life changed 
drastically since she received her leader dog Maya. 

I really think that SMCC’s student body learned many 
things from Mytchiko. Through perseverance she got far. The 
things we take for granted she worked harder to obtain.
